DT 1814157 appears to show a container with a system of inner partitions which 
may be manufactured of plastic materials by injection molding. The bottom wall of 
the container comprises holes into which knobs (21) provided at the bottom ends 
of partition elements (Figs. 2-5) are inserted. The partition elements comprise 
grooves for inserting wall elements (26 in Fig. 8). 

DT 2149305 appears to show a locking mechanism for a container having a 
container bottom (1) and a container lid (2). The locking mechanism comprises a 
slider element (7) provided in a lower section (5) of the locking mechanism 
mounted on the container bottom (1), and an upper section (4) of the locking 
mechanism provided on the container lid (2) and having a locking hook (3). 

DE 3150873A1 appears to show a container having two container elements (1, 2) 
connected by a hinge arrangement (6, 7, 8). In the embodiment of Figure 11, a 
hinge portion (40, 41, 42) seems to be shown which comprises outer sections (40, 
42) open to the upper side and a central section (41 ) open to the rear side. 

DE 3714789C2 appears to show a molded plastic container which comprises 
column- or pin-like supports (28) of hollow frusto-conical shape in the corners 
formed by the inner walls (15) of the bottom part (17) and the lid part (18). 

G 8500645.9 appears to shows a container having two identical container halves 
(10) of plastic material connected through a hinge incorporating hinge portions 
formed by open sections (23) into which a corresponding rod (26) is snapped. A 
cover plate (50) may be connected to the hinge arrangement by means of its hinge 
elements (52) which are snapped onto the free portion of a hinge pin (48) also 
provided in the hinge arrangement. A slider (38) mounted on each of the halves 
can be laterally displaced into locking engagement with a locking member (34) on 
the other half. 
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G 8515834.8 appears to show a tool kit or box having a lid (D) pivotably connected 
to the bottom container section (U) through a hinge arrangement (24, 26). Locking 
can be effected by a latch slider (8) provided within the handle opening of the lid 
(D) on a rib (9 in Figure 6) which has a dowtail cross-section. A correspondingly 
shaped rib (10 in Figure 5) is provided on the bottom container section (U) and the 
latch slider (8) can be moved into engagement therewith to lock the container. 

G8602551.1 appears to show a suitcase having projections (6) in the bottom wall 
of the lower half and recesses (8) of the upper half which permit stacking of a 
plurality of such suitcases. 

G8814319-8 appears to show a container, in particular for first aid articles. 
Partition walls (24, 25) can be selectively positioned by means of positioning 
elements (1 1 in Figures 5 and 6) which are inserted into positioning holes (9) of 
lateral walls and close the 90° corners at least in the area of the holes. 

G8906411.9 appears to show a kit or suitcase having cover plates (14, 15) 
coupled with the hinge arrangement for the main sections (2, 3) of the kit or 
suitcase. 

G8907073,9 appears to show a system for forming storage chambers on a base 
plate (2) having a pattern of holes into which vertical columns (4) can be inserted 
which form slots for receiving partition walls (1 7). 

G9312160.1 appears to show a toolbox or kit with a pivotable lid (2) having at its 
upper side a label or the like bonded thereto. The lid (2) comprises a plurality of 
projections (6) at its upper side (4) which enclose a plane receiving space (7) for 
the label (K). 

DE29517259U1 appears to show a double tool case which, comprises a large 
container (10) with two cover elements (11), each having a plurality of recesses 
(12) for receiving tools or tool elements as well as a flange (13) at their inner sides. 
A smaller container (20) has two cover elements, both comprising recesses (21) 
for receiving tools or tool elements. 

DE29702619U1 appears to show a suitcase having a variable volume, which 
suitcase comprises a main portion (10) of two stable frame halves (20, 30) 
connected by a hinge arrangement wherein shell-like inserts (41, 42; 51, 52) of 
different depths can be inserted into the main part (10).
